quick and regular communication and 
advice with America. Both ia a national 
and commercial point of view ita import- 
ance was duly regarded be th* British 
Government, sod it was determined to 
introduce steam a**igatioQ to the packet 
atrTice to North America and the Wert 
Indies. For effecting a postal communi- 
cation with these countries, trie vessels 
employed are nearly of the size and power 
of the Orent Western, end have without 
any exception a* regards their rate of 
progress 00 the ocean been highly success- 
ful in their performance*. The adoption 
of the system of contract for the mail 
st cam -packet service hat proved decidedly 
advantageous, and in the ease of the 
North American line, which under the 
old packet syatem between Falmouth and 
Halifax, was about .£40,000 annually 
more than the receipts of postage, a con- 
siderable balance now tppearx to the credit 
tide of th t American mail*. The allow- 
ance from Government to this undertaking, 
established between Liverpool and Halifax, 
to Boston, and from Picloii up the St. 
Laurence, i* .t'HD.DiKtprr annum, and the 
service performed is equal to about 1 60,IH)I1 
miles of steaming in the fours* of one 
year. The company, (which owes its 
form*tion in 1839, to the exertions and 
enterprise of Mr. Cunard, of Halifax), 
employ six Teasels, and excepting during 
the winter months make four passages 
across the Atlantic, in each month, ami in 
the winter two. The lose of the Cttimbia

during the four year* of it* operation*. 

The communication with the West 
Indie*, undertaken by the Royal Mail 
Bteam -packet Uompeny, was begun in I >e - 
camber, IrM I, and appears in a different 
light aa regards the receipts from postage j 
aa effected by the contractors, doubtless it 
is performed at * lest cost to Ihe country, 
than if the government had undertaken it. 
In the Brat instance, it embraced a com- 
plicated plan of operation*, and it was 
found a* canary to curtail and simplify the 
whole m order to ensure auo4t*a. The 
original plan was remodelled, and the 
adoption of th* new arrangement hi* 
arretted the embarrassments of the com- 
pany contracting i the latest account 1 
speak favourably of itt prospect*.

The obstacle* which retarded the earlier 
development of steam tuvigatkra to the 
East, are ot a different character from 
those to be encountered to the west, 
which hut ao appalled a distinguished 
philosopher, aa to cause him to compare 
(he attempt to that of a lunar voyage. 
The Atlantic presents a difficult naviga- 
tion of :tti!ii» miles to be accomplished 
without (lie means of succour in (he event 
of shortness of fuel or other accident. On 
the contrary, the navigation of the Mediter- 
ranean end Ihe Red Bee it favourable w 
far, and steam would have been introduced 
extensively, had not the impedimenta at 
the Isthmus of Bnei rendered this route to 
India unconnected. Political considera- 
tions alto restrained Ihe Government from 
entering into the project, which was begun 
by the East India Company twenty years 
back, ami carried an, though imperfectly, 
with ihe Presidency of Bom hey. Tite 
encceit of steam navigation in the Atlantic 
gave an impetus to U* projected eatibliih- 
iMBt, ru the Cape ot Good Hope to 
Calcutta, and embracing also the 
Australian colonics , but Han MajaeTx'e 
Government, after torn* deity, yielded 
to the solicitations of ptrtiet connected 
with India, who disragarded political con- 
sideration! in their Itudahle anxiety to 
improve the shorter and more expeditious 
route. An arrange ment was concluded id 
IH 10, between the Government kud the 
Coupe n; already engagad in the convey- 
ance of the Ptmitiealii mails, whereby ihe 
latter contracted tn convey the Indian 
mails to mi from Alexandria , and the 
svme association* also undertook the 
establishment of *le*m navigation between 
Sue* and Calcutta. This extended com 
raunioalioo haa been in operation about 
two yean, and lite result* appear to meet, 
if they do nottaeacd the axnatutiont of all 
parties. Osringto theaiertiont of the aets- 
ciationt in Britain and India, the journey 
between the Mediterannesn and lied 
Seta ia now completed in three days, 
which event haa contributed vastly to 
facilitate intercourse between the two 
countries, and promote the success of 
the steam undertakings.

A further expenditure 
of ft*0,(10l) is incurred by Government 
for this object, and the Exit India Com- 
pany contribute jt?iU,U(l<l per annum, to- 
wards the maintenance of the navigation 
between Calcutta aud Sue*. The con- 
ductors of the F.vst India steam navigation 

c'mp.^ftsT.rt mXTviffi t 
tale of 7 per cent, per annum, and were 
enabled to reserve out of Ihe half yearly 
receipts th* nun of £65,000 for future 
ope rations and contlngertcies. 

The voytge to or from Alexandria occu- 
pies tittecn days. Three or four dnyi 
can be saved by taking rttc Msrseitiea route 
and proceeding by the French steamers to 
Malta. The it earn -ship llituiorian, plying 
between Buet and Calcutta, lately effected 
the passage from (he latter port against 
the south-west mnoeoon in twenty-five 
d*ye, steaming, (nearly 6000 miles), calling 
at Madras, Ceylon, and Aden, and five 
days for stoppages. The period of the 
oommaoi cation between London and Cal- 
cutta varies at present from forty to fifty- 
two days, but the *rrivJ of the steamer 
Benlinek, twin ship to the Ilindutiaii, will 
ensure greater regularity 1 and it ii expected 
that (he shorter period will be seldom ex- 
ceeded . The journey between Loudon and 
Calcutta h; the overland route, presents of

blisbed steam -vessels on the west coast 
of South America, between Callso and 
Yalpsraiso, which it was intended should 
trade to Panama, thereby connecting these 
parts with Europe. On the occasion of 
the Bret West India packet arrange 
inen-4 a steam- vessel was stationed 
beiwrti^Chagres on the Isthmus tod 
Jimaiet, , u , rot a brie,' period this 
iMnssaasissristioo was carried on from both 
sides of th* Isthmus of Osriasx. TJn- 
fertunately no decisive stops had been 
taken to render th* mean* of intercourse 
across the Isthmus commodious or expedi- 
tion*, and neither company found three 
extensions to answer. On tlie Atlantic 
•ide a ssuliug vessel it at present employed. 
and the Pacific Steam Navigation Company 
have desisted in forwarding a steamer to 
Panama. Compared with the jourary at 
Sue*, that scroti (he American Isthmus it 
a very short one, nerertbeleai the atele of 
the roads (or rather th* tracks) prevent 
any considerable intercourse, The journey 
It generally undertaken between Panama 
andCrUOts, a (liiiaucf of twenty -two miles, 
on mules, and from Crucet, about sixteen 
miles, by butt, according to the season t,n 
the River Chsgret. Thi* narrow neek of 
land, dividing two Vast oceans, continues, 
therefore to present a spectacle of abandon-

the other. In (hit event a steam ship 
hiving aecomgilished ihe favourable out- 
ward passage by the Cape of Good Hope, 
could return across the Pacific, instead of 
being necessitated to combat the on fa 
vounble passage hence direct to the Cape 
of Good if ope 1 or by the circuit of the 
Mauritius. When improvements in the 
marine steam engine arrive to far at 
perfection a* to admit of steam Teasel* 
conveying considerable cargoes on long 
voyages, the rapidity with which 
steam navigation trill effect the transmis- 
sion of Australian produce to th* Home 
Market, will be a greet additional 
Bcawnimodatjosi, and one to which the pro 



canal will afford important facilities. 
The day ia probably not far distant when 
these anticipations may be realised ; hat it 
cannot prove as yet sufficiently deeding to 
induce the relinquishment of the prospects 
now opened up for accomplishing a rapid 
and regular mail communication by the 
tray of India.

Till* is not (he only edvantige 
to be gained in lessening the distance for 
extension by adapting the India route. 1 
linrinjr, the last two or three yean steam ' 
navigation haa been in constant nperetion 1 
between ('hill* and Indie, and the port of J 
Singapore, which eujoyt the advantages of 
this communication, must continue to do ! 
so with slill greater regularity and celerity 
when the proposed mail pocket establish- 
ment to China hat taken place. Further- 
more, the large commercial port of Batarin 
It included in Ihe proposed arrangements. 
The eileiition it therefore reduced from 
3fi0U miles, the distance from Ceylon, to 
2000 miles, Ihe distance from Bat-aria to 
Western Australia, making (he whole dis- 
tance to Sydney d!70 mile* to extend 
steam navigation, including the call* at 
South Australia and Port Philip, being 
nearly -UN Mr miles lest than the ran aero** 
the lr*cifie. 

It will readily be suggetted, in making 
this comparison, that with America and tbe 
We*t Indies, our present ititereoune is 
small, and it* increase an object not 
particularly required, while the tery 
opposite it tlie case with Eastern India, 
including th* Indian Archipelago, end 
with Chine. So necessary and important 
is our intercourse, both immediate end 
prospective, with ill ihese countries, that 
the introduction of steam navigation is a 
most desirable object, independent of ita 
conjunct emrcteommunication with Europe. 
The improvements at Sues m*y therefore 
be regarded as a distinguished feature 
in the progress of Australian coloni- 
sation snd prosperity, by opening tip 
this desirable channel of steam communi- 
cation, which embraces (he vastly populous 
and commercial regions of (he east, *t (lie 
•ame time that it afford* regular postal 
eommunication with the United Kingdom. 

Whtntver steam navigs ion is conducted 
by (he direct aea course — by Ihe Cape of 
Good Hope— that route will supersede the 
plea of communication just indicated, anu 
on that account it might be asserted thai 
Ihe proposed extension from India will he 
nt tended with ultimate loss. It it not 
likely that for aotne years steam vessels 
can be employed direct between Australia 
and Britain, with fair prospects uf yielding 
a reitiuneratire amount, nnlessaided by the 
Government allowance for (lie conveyance 
of mailt, at present renal to about ten 
shilling* per mile of steaming. If im- 
provement e arrive 10 quickly a* to 
admit of tteam being advantageously 
introduced, independent of extrane- 
ous asiistsnce, then mint the contract 
for the Indian extension prove an excel- 
lent speculation, at Having (0 endure for * 
stipulated period subsequent to these 
economical inventions.. Admitting that 
this nrmgatlun will at tome future aud 
perhaps early period, be carried on by the 
Cape, ile discontinuance with India at the 
cu 1 id 1151011 uf the primary arrangement 
does not neeestarilj follow. There it one 
feature hewing 00 (hit part of the subject, 
recently before the Australian public, via,, 
tlie plan ot an overland communication 
with Port Easingtoe. the fulfilment of 
which wiif pavt tbe way to s most benefi- 
cial intercoune wiffi ail parte of the fnriiaui 
Archipelago. Presuming, a* the colonist* 
may be said now to have a right to do, 
that an expedition it shortly to be under- 
taken, the overland journey will eventually 
be established, snd this presumption 
affords a guarantee that whenever tht tea 
route from Britain come* to be preferred 
in conducting Ihe operations of steam 
navigation, (he means wilt exitt for con- 
tinuing thr communication with India from 
Port taxing ton or the Gulf of Carpentaria. 
The run from the former to BaUvi* is not 
more then 1700 mile*.

In our former General Report we ei- 

E tented the nature of the system of the 
censed occupation of Crown lands for 
purposes of pasturage. lYrtnln bounda- 
ries are established by tbe name of the 
boundaries or limits of location. Within 
those limits land is either sold or let upon 
lease ; beyond them it is not either sold or 
let, but licenses are (r ranted for the occu- 
pation of such tnvcts as may be desired fpj 
pasture by proprietor of slock, on each of 
which licenses a fee of £10 is payable 
annually, and sn assessment under a local 
Ordinance (2 Vict., No, 27 i is levied on 
the stock depastured thereon, Each of 
the tracts thus occupied is called a station, 
and the site varies from .1000 to .IfKM) 
acres. This system has been acted on 
very largely indeed, and forcna one or the 
characteristic features in the settlement of 
New SnulH Wales. By the litest return 
we have seen, beinf; one fur the half-year 
ended :l(>th June, 1 f*-!2, no material change 
seems to have taken place since those pre- 
viously received, in the practical extent Bf 
the licensing system. The number of 
stations is stated at "56, embracing X%S 
acres under cultivation, with a resident 
population of 7053. There wen about 
1 1 million of •hern ; and the amount of 
assessment was calculated at £h77'.l. 

In our Report of the 21st July, OH'2, 
we pointed out the important effects which 
a practice carried to so great an client 
might bare on the future state or the 
Crown lands. We And that the attne 
uueiiion baa also attracted much attention 
in New South Walet itaelf, and been re- 

E rated ly mentioned in Couneil, and noticed 
y the GoTernor. While, tm the ant 
hand, it would be obviously injurious 
to alter materially any course of policy 
which may he essential to the staple 
trade of the colony ; on the other hand, it 
is plain that unless the creation of interests 
ranging orersuch wide tracts of territory, 
and distributed amongst such numerous 
parties, were carefully guarded by jimp*T 
limitation*, it might prove that while the 
Gnvemmrut thought it waa granting a 
temporary license of occupation, it wmi 
gradually parting with tbe actual property 
in the laud, sad losing the nource of that 
revenue on which the colony hai hitherto 
depended for a supply of labour. From 
the iVners recently printed, and especially 
from the aborc-<juoted speech of Sir 
George Gipps's, it ia plain that these im- 
portant consideration! sr* seriously at- 
tended to in (he colony. 

We cannot unit the subject of the dis- 
posal of lands and progress ol colonisation 
ia New South Wales without briefly 
noticing the rapid rise of the settlement of 
Fort Phillip, as illustrated in some Return* 
published in No. of the tolottiutiun 
Circular.

Iu our general report 
oflaat year we adverted to the causes 
which led to the stoppage of the emigrstion 
on bounty by the Secretary of State. It 
has since appeared that this decision only 
anticipated the wishes of the local mino- 
rities i and an early resumption of emigra- 
tion was not found practicable. Ou this 
point it may be right to mention, tint the 
accounts received from the colony were iu 
accordance with the judgment formed in 
England. In a despatch of the Nth of 
July, IS 12, received in England at the 
commencement of the present year, the 
Goremur mentioned that the existing state 
of the revenue was such tint he could not 
recommend tbe revival of emigration. 
And by a remark introducediu a subsequent 
despatch of the 20th September, 
(rewired here in the middle of March 
l**t), it would appear that at that time 
there still waa not any aetu*l dearth of 
Labour, although the tiovenior concurred

, tlian 26,546 persona, it is satiafactory to 
that the j obaerve that, of this vast number, only 
fifty-seven men and women at Sydney, 
chiefly invalid* and persons encumbered 
with Urge families, remained unemployed 
within a fortnight ; and that, at Port 
Phillip, only a few single women were still 
receiving ration* from the Government. 
During the freat inrlua of immigrants into 
the Port Phillip district, men who could 
not at once make better engagements were 
all employed by the Government at one 
pound per week. In Sydney the men 
were not paid wages, but were required to 
work two day* in the week in return for 
their rations. 

No symptoms are laid to have appeared 
of a superabundance of labour ; and 
although wage* are described by the 
Council to have been so far reduced a* 
In tome degree to meet the circumstances 
of Ihi employer, they are stated not to 
have fallen below what Was sufficient to 
enable the labourers to earn an honest 
slid remtbrutjie sut »istancr.

Unwilling, however, to acquiesce in a 

fiermautnt stoppage of the supply of 
ahour to thi* fine colony, and relying on 
the resources it poascsses for meeting so 
essential an object, Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment have now lent their ssnction to a 
fresh emigration, which ja aewrdinglT 
about to be immediately commenced. 
We auner. a copy of the notice embodying 
the conditions under which we called for 
tenders to undertake this object ; the con- 
tracts have been taken up by Mrsars. 
Carter and Bonus, 11, Leadenhall-ilrret : 
Messrs. William Smith and Sons, of Li- 
verpool i and Air. William Glen Anderson, 
ot Glasgow ; all of whom were accustomed 
to the business under the former system 
of bounty. We are aniioualy engaged in 
revising and *ettliug every detail that will 
come under our control - and from the 
reports received from the contractors, we 
hope that upwards of :0u(i peraoua will 
be despatched to New South Wales between 
the present date and the end of the year. 

Before concluding under this head, it 
may be proper to give some account of the 
character ol the targe put emigrstion we 
hsve above recorded. It waa carried out, 
as your Lordship it aware, through the 
private efforts of the individuals or turns 
who might have become possessed of per- 
ujistiopi issued by the Colonial Uovero- 
menl to introduce immigrant* on bounty. 
Beyond* certain degree of stiperintsadenee 
which waa assumed by this commission 
over tht shipping arriugemrnli, and a few 
other points, the Government in this 
country did not interfere, but the business 
waa conducted under the responsibility of 
tbe holders of the colonial permission:,, 
who were to suffer the penalty of mis 
management or abaae in a refusal of 
bounty .
